THE LIONS. 


will clear oar vision to rest assured that, if the 
imhabitants of the north coast of Africa had 
been allowed to have their own way, without 
control or ote the M we- 
ters might still be swarming with the pirates of 
Moroceo, Tunis, and Algiers, and many « 
Christian family might heve to mourn a mem- 
ber still pining in Mohammedan slavery. 

But the Arabs are brave. They leok down 
on European grandeur with insufferable dis- 
dain. The mission of the French, therefore, 
has been to subtue them by « moral victury. 
If you do good amongst them by giving to the 
poor, they will say you don’t know what to do 
with your mouey ; and will not think a bit the 
better of you for it. If you de good by rew 
dering strict justice, they will say you do thin 
to conciliate their good opinion: te convert 
them to your belief, your customs, your reli 
gion; and they will be distrustful of you. If 
you prove yourself bekler and stronger than 
they, they will hold you im respect and venera- 
tion. You will overawe them always and every- 
where. They will not dare to look you im the 
face. You rixk your life, therefore, net solely 
for your own pleasure, bat for civilized Europe, 
for your native land. 

What the Arabs fear most, after God, is the 
Teo destroy him they usually make use of 
a stratagem. They decoy him into a hole, and 
butcher him there. They also murder beneath 
the sereem of solid-built subternmean retevais 
called metbedas, or from the tops of trees to 
which they have elimbed.

| MILK, BREAD, READ, AND BUTTER TREES 


ts 

We had heard several weeks before of a tree, 
the sap of which is « nousishing milk. It ts 
called «the cow tree,’ de we were assured 
that the negroes of the farm, who driak plesti- 
fully of this vegetable mitk, consider it a 
wholesome sliment. All the milky juices of 
plants being acrid, bitter, and more of less 


this tree had not been exaggerated. This fine 
tree rises like the broad-leaved star-apple. 
Its oblong and pointed leaves, rough aad alter- 
nate, are marked by lateral ribs, prominent at 
the lower surface and parallel, Some of them 
are ten inches long. We did not see the 
flower: the fruit is somewhat fleshy, and con- 
taine one and sometime twe nuts. When inci- 
sions are made in the trunk of this tree, it 
yields abundance of a glutimous milk, tolerably 
thick, devoid of all scridity, and of an agree- 
able and balmy emell. It was offered to us in 
the shell of a calabash. We drank consider- 
able quantities of it in the evening before we 
went to bed, and very early in the morsing, 
without feeling the least injurious effect. The 
viscocity of this milk alene renders it « little 
disagreeable. The negroes ami the free people 
who work in the plantations drink it, dipping 
into it their bread of maize or cassava. The 
overseer of the farm told us that the negroes 
grow sensibly fatter during the season when 
the pale de vaea furnishes them with most 
milk.
